At this meeting Cr. H. W. 
Lee said, “I have looked at’ 
the plan of sub-division. How- 
ever, certain minor modifica- 
tions are desired. The area-on 
‘the plan shown as commercial 
(shop Sites) and bordering 

" Millers Road would not be 
fair to shop-keepers on the 
other estate (presumably he 
meant the shops in Civic Pde. 
near the corner of Millers Rd.) 
These new shop sites are con- 
sidered unfair and undesirable 
——there would not be sufficient 
People on the new estate to 
support these shops. Also, we 
should adhere to our policy 
on service stations—not to al- 
low them in residential areas. 
We suggest two corner shop 
sites would be adequate and 
feel sure the owners will 
agree to this.” 

Cr. Lee moved the motion 
that Plan A be approved in 
principle, subject to deletion 
of the service station site and 
reduction of shop sites to two. 

Cr. Jurga seconded the mo- 
tion and council agreed un- 
animously to the decision, 

At the council meeting on 
June 7 the matter was not 
listed on the agenda for the 
meeting timed to commence 
at 8 p.m. 

However, it was listed for 
discussion with the sub-divider, 
Mr. Noordenne, at a General 
Purposes Committee meeting 
at 730 p.m. on the same 
night. 

Towards the end of the or- 
dinary meeting of council on 
June 7, Cr. G. den Dulk 
moved that council adopt the 
new plan of sub-division pre- 
sented by Mr. Noordenne.

Does the Anti-Cancer Coun- 
cil’s work overiap with that of 
the Government? 

‘No. ‘tne council bas been 
entrusted by the Government 
With tne task of co-orainatng 
all activities against cancer in 
this State. Tne Government 
supported Peter MacCallum 
Cunic is a quive separate or- 
ganisation. Funds given to 
the council provide the means 
for an active attack on the 
hasic problems, including re- 





search into how to prevent 
cancer and how to treauit 
etiectively. The council is a 
member of the Australian Can- 
cer Society which is a feder- 
ated body of anti-cancer organ- 
isations from all States. 

Why does: the council’s re- 
search program cost £120,000 
a year? 

This sum in fact.represents 
only 3 per cent. of Victoria’s 
total expenditure on cancer. 
‘bbe council fnances 40 sep- 
erate research projects, in 
which nearly 100 scientists and 
assustants are engaged. \'The 
salaries of cancer research 
workers .are not high, but 
modern ‘scientific equipment 
and materials are very expen- 
sive, and costs are constantly 
rising. 

Why not leave the problem 
of cancer'research to countries 
like the United States with 
highly developed facilities and 
massive resources of finance’? 

The amount spent on re- 
search here can be more than 
justatied by the discoveries 
that have been made by our 
workers. Knowleage won in 
our own laboratories and hos- 
pitals has found wide apprecia- 
tion ali over the world and 
has already helped to relieve 
much human surering. Some 
of our workers lead the world 
in tneir particwar fields, and 
Melbourne is known overseas 
as an important cancer ré- 
search centre. 

What kind of cancer re- 
search is supported? 

Research into new methods 
of cancer diagnosis, using tele- 
vision and’ miniature cameras; 
cytological. methods for early 
diagnosis; new methods of X- 
ray treatment and diagnosis;

The Junior Councillor 
asked why it would be 
six or seven years before 
construction of a hospital 
on the Millers Road hos- 
pital site. 

Mr. Rossiter replied— 

“The ,building program of 
the Hospital and Charities 
Commission includes, within 
the next year or so, a very im- 
portant hospital at Monash 
University, another most im- 
portant hospital in the Dande- 
nong area, the completion of 
the Southern Memorial Hos- 
pital and extensive additions 
to hospitals at Box Hill and 
Footscray. AS well as the 
millions of pounds necessary 
to develop these hospitals,

there are works to be conduc- 
ted at the Alfred Hospital 
costing £2,000,000 and another 
£3,000,000 to be spent at the 
Royal Women’s Hospital. 

“The Hospitals and Chari- 
ties Commission considers 
that with all these important 
works to be done, inchiding 
the additions at Footscray, 
that it won't be until the 
early 1970's before we can see 
any further hospital building 
in Altona.”

Yes. ‘Enis cancer of tne 
blood, which attacks children 
as well as aduits, is nearly 
always fatal. A few years ago 
a child with leukaemia lived, 
on the average, only seven 
weeks after the diagnosis was 
made. Now the leukaemic 
child in Melbourne lives 13 
years on the average, and a 
number of children are still 
alive and well four years or 
more aiter diagnosis. It is 
reasonable to hope that con- 
tinued research will lead -to 
further improvement and ulti- 
mately will provide a complete 
answer. 

What would happen if the 
present measure of financial 
support to research had to be 
reduced?

tnat cigarette smokers sutter 
neavily irom lung cancer. An 
anformed adult can decide for 
himself whether or not! to 
smoke cigarettes but the coun- 
ell is particularly concerned 
about the recruitment of 
young people to the ranks of 
cigarette :smokers. 

How does the council help 
cancer patients? 

Through the Social Workers 
(Almoners) at the large Mel- 
bourne Hospitals and through 
local cancer committees in the 
country. 

What form of help is given 
to patients? : 

The council’s aim is to en- 
sure that no cancer patient in 
Victoria suffers unnecessary 
economic hardship becatise of 
the disease or lacks skilled 
medical and nursing care. The 
cancer patient is assisted to 
obtain every benefit to which 
he or she is entitled from 
Government sources, but the 
council supplements these if 
necessary, taking the circum- 
stances of the individual pati- 
ent into account. Over 500 
cancer patients are given mat- 
ervial help every year.

Australian Oil Refin- 
ing Capacity to be 


Increased 

When Ampol’s new Bris- 
bane refinery comes on stream 
at the end of June Austfalia 
will have eight modern oil re- 
fineries in operation. Their 
combined refining capacity will 
be almost 15,000,000 gallons of 
crude oi] a day. ws 

With the commissioning 
next year of Amoco and BP 
refineries now being construc- 
ted at Bulwer. Island, Bris- 
bane, and Westernport, Vic- 
toria, respectively, the couwn- 
try’s refining capacity will rise 
tg more than 16,500,000 gal- 
jons a day. . 

The Petroleum Information 
Bureau (Australia) says that 
with the opening of the Am- 
pol plant at Brisbane, there 
will be large-scale refineries 
in every mainland State. 

At present Australia refiner- 
ies produce-about 90 per cent. 
of the nation’s petroleum pro- 
ducts requirements. Although 
total refinery output almost 
equals the coutltry’s consump- 
tion, this is not so for certain 
individual products. Imports 
are required to meet deficp 
encies in some products while 
exports dispose of surpluses of 
others. 

By: the end of 1966, however, 
10 refineries will supply vir- 
tually all the country’s needs 
of all products. . 

Australian oil refining was 
started in-a modest way by 
Commonwealth Oil Refineries | 
at Altona, Victoria, as early as 
1924 but the present large- 
scale industry has developed 
only in the last 10 years.

The Geneva Conference split 
Vietnam in two and arranged 
for free elections in 1956—any 
honest historian knows that 
South Vietnam with American 
support refused to hold elec- 
tions. The Anglican Bishops 
were right, and the Prime 
Minister in his reply to them 
showed himself a fool to all 
except his supporters. 


There is no evidence that 
the Viet Cong are supplied, 
with ‘arms and men from 
North Vietnam.

The British Labor Govern- 
ment, to my knowledge, has 
never expressed support for 
American action in Vietnam. 


The “Australian Government 
(which seems to be a one- 
man band) has become a pup- 
pet of the U.S. and our for- 
eign policy is theirs, so it 
doesn't really surprise to find 
our government in the foot- 
steps of LB. :

LUCKY DUCK BANDS 


Among the 1911 duck bands returned 
to the Fisheries and Wildlife Department 
this season, 13 carried “lucky numbers” 
chosen before the opening of the season. 


The shooters sending in these special bands will 
each win a case of cartridges worth £25, donated by 
L.C.LA.N.Z, Ten were.from ducks shot in Victoria, 
and one each from New South Wales, Tasmania and 
South Australia, 


The most distant re fact that Victorla had an ex- 
covery this season was & cellent duck season. 
band from a gtey 
from Nebo, near Mackay, 
in Queensland. 


Two bands were returned 
from Invercargill, New Zea- 
jand, but it was the shooters 
and not the ducks that flew 
there. The ducks were shot 
by members of a group of 
eight sportsmen who flew to 
Kerang from New Zealand for 
the opening of the Victorian 
season: they were enthusias- 
tic at the results of their trip, 
but were not lucky enough to 
get one of the prize-winning 
bands. . 


Mr. A. Dunbavin Butcher, 
Director of the Fisheries and 
Wildlife Department, said that 
he ‘was very pleased at the 
large number of bands re- 
turned—1911 as against 1444 
in 1964, and only 410 in 1963. 


Mr. Butcher said that ‘the 
building up of the wildlife re- 
serve system, in. which areas 
of country are set aside by 
the Government and managed 
for wildlife (there include 
game reserves where shooting 
is allowed during .the open 
duck season) is the surest way 
in which the future of wild- 
life can be safeguarded. At 
present there are 23 ‘wildlife 
Teserves: 12 of these are game 
reserves which are strategically 
sited on the “lanes” of major 
movements of the ducks 
throughout the State, revealed 
as a result of the banding 
work carried out by his De- 
partment, Bight thousand five 
jundred ducks have been 
banded at the Wildlife Re- 
search Station at Lara since 
January, 1965. In all, 79,000 
ducks have’ been banded by 
the Department. but as many 
pirds are retrapped after be- 
ing banded the first time, the 
total of birds banded is over 
130,000.‘ vo 


There was also a record num- 
ber of game licences taken 
out for the season--41,147, The 
previous highest total was in 
the first year of the licence, 
1958-59, when there were 34,863.

Now that Altona has its own 
excellent public library, the 
opportunity for children to 
pursue their personal reading 
interests has never been bet- 
ter.

Club was formed during the 
first term. The response was 
So good that membership had 
to be limited. The library 
club meets twice each week 
and its purpose is to cater for 
children who have a special in- 
terest in books. Some of the 
activities planned for the year 
include excursions, films, book 
discussions and the invita- 
tion of guest speakers. 


Research work in the senior | 
school is proving to be very 
successful this year, as the 
chitdren become more accom- 
plished in the essential skills 
(summarizing, etc.). However, 
the ever-present need for more 
books is still a problem. Dur- 
ing the last twelve months 
more than a thousand books 
have been added to the library, 
thanks to the work of the par- 
ent-bodies attached to the 
school and the kind donations 
from local industries. The new 
public library will also help ¥o 
minimise this problem.

Why isn’t a simple test, like 
the chest X-ray for T.B., avail- 
able ta wipe out cancer? 

Cancer is a far more com- 
plex and a much sess under- 
Stood disease than tuberculo- 
sis. Because of this, simple 
tests are not easily devised. 
However, a test is available 
which makes it possible to 
eliminate death from one com- 
mon type of cancer—cancer of 
the uterus in women. 

What is the cell test for 
cancer of the uterus? 

Specimens of cast-off body 
celis are taken by a doctor and 
then examined under the mic 
roscope. The pathologist can 
tell if cancer is: present be- 
cause of the known differences 
between cancer’ and normal 
cells. : 

Why is it so important for 
every woman to have this 


test? 

The cell or “smear”? test can 
reveal the presence of cancer 
long before any symptoms 
would appear. Cancer detec- 
ted as this stage is virtually 
always curable and treatment 
is much less radical than for 
advanced cancer.
